AID TO CITY OF LAWRENCE 


One of the largest attended especial 
town meetings for many years, Was 
held in town hall, North Andover, Wed- 
nesday evening, when it was voted 192 
to 129, not to furnish the city of Law- 
rence with a temporary supply of wa- 
ter, 

The meeting was called to order at 
8 o'clock by Town Clerk James W. 
Leitch, who read the warrant served 
by Constable George L. Harris. 

The clerk was instructed to cast one 
ballot for Attorney Arthur P. Chick- 
ering for moderator, Chairman Her- 
ber W. Fields of the water commis- 
sionerg read the following: 


Commonwealth of. Massachusetts. 
State Board of Health. 
Boston, Mass.. Dec, 28, 1906. 

Herbert W. Field, Esq.,- 

Chairman Board of Water Com- 
missioners, North Andover. 

Dear Sir:— 

Learning that some question has 
arisen whether the granting the re- 
quest of the State Board of Health to 
relieve Lawrence in this emergency 
may not give some claim for Lawrence 
to take water from Andover Great 
Pond for a permanent supply in the 
future the Board would. assure the 
people of North Andover that they are 
unable to see any ground for such fear, 
and as, under the law, the Legislature 
does not receive a petition from any 
party desiring a water supply unless 
aecompanied. by the recommendation 
and advice.of- the State © Board « of 
Health, the Board can now say that 
in its judgment this pond is not a 
suitable source for supplying Law- 
rence, except temporarily in such an 
emergency a8 the present, and ehould 
so advise the Legislature. 

For the State Board of Health, 
(Signed) HIRAM F. MILLS. 
Chairman Committee on Water Sup- 

ply and. Sewerage. . 

Mr, Fields then offered this motion 
in behalf of the water board: ; 

That the water commissioners are 
hereby authorized to furnish the city 
of Lawrence with a temporary supply 
of water. 

‘rhe city of Lawrence to pay all ex- 
penseg in making and removing the 
pipes and connections and any ee 
age for which the town would be he 1 
liable, due either directly or indirectly 
to making the necessary excavations. 

The water furnished to be paid for 
at the regular tariff rates. 

aul comnectione to be removed be- 
for the first day of May, 1907. : 

Upon the motion of Nathaniel Stev- 
ens of M. T. Stevens and Son’s com- 
pany, who is also a member of the 
water board, the meeting unanimously 
voted to extend to His Honor Mayor 
John P. Kane, the privilege of ad- 
dressing the assemblage. 

Mayor Kane briefly outlined the sit- 
uation stating that he felt humiliated 
to be forced to come to a town, like 
North Andover to ask the citizens to 
aid the large citv of Lawrence in such 
a cause. But he said it is an abso- 
lute necessity and Lawrence has got to 
have a temporary supply of water un- 
til the new filter bed is fineshed when 
an abundance of Water will be fur- 
nished: He stated that if the tow 
would give Lawrence 500,000 gallons of 
water daily, for a month's duration, 
it would onlv lower Lake Cochichewick 
one inch. He said that if North An‘4- 
over ever suffered a conflagration their 
neighbor Lawrence would be only too 
glad to aid the town in every possible 
way and now that Lawrence, that 
large city of nearly 80,000 people calls 
for aid, surely the citizens of North 
Andover for humanity's sake. alone 

“will spare at least an inch of water 
from Lake Cochichewick. In describ- 
ing the situation Supt. M. F. Cofins 
saic that unless something was done 
an evidemic was sure to result as_ the 
unfiltered water would have to be run 
into the mains and as a fyesult, cases of 
typhoid fever would increase by, the 
hundred. 

City Engineer Arthur D.*Marble and 
Bernard E. -Donigan were also granted 
the privilege to address the meeting. 

In addition to these speakers Nath- 
aniel- Stevens County. Commie- 
sioner James C> or earnestly urged 
the citizens to aid the city of Lawrence 
if for no other reason than as a good 
neighbor 

Judge Harry R. Dow, ag did Attor- 
ney Albert F. King, questioned the 
legality of furnishing the supply ask- 
ed for, 

Judge Dow stated that in 1893 a law 
was enacted preventing North Andover 
from taking more than 300,000,000 gal- 
lone of water daily from Lake Cochi- 
chewick, and as over 200,000,000 is now 
drawn daily, it would be illegal for the 
town to supply Lawrence with the nec. 
essary quantity. , 

Diagramg showing. the decrease 
the death rate and the decrease’ in 
deaths from typhoid fever since the 
filter was constructed in Lawrence 
were exhibited by Chief Chemist Harry 
W. Clark of the state board of health. 

There were 321 ballots cast, 192 be- 
ing No and 129 Yes.

HISTORIC HOUSE WAS IN GREAT 
DANGER. » 


Shortly after 8 o’clock Tuesday eve- 
ning a barn at the historic Phillips 
Manse on Osgood street, North And- 
over.' was totally destroyed by fire, 
which ig believed to have been incen- 
diary in origin. : 

The fire was discovered by Miss Olive 
Rea, who has charge of the estate, and 
who telephoned the Eben Sutton en- 
gine house. ‘Meanwhile Alfred Jen- 
sen, who resides near Elm Vale, the 
home of M. Carney, observed’ the 
‘bright reflections of the flames and sent 
in an alarm from box 68, located just 
opposite Phillips Manse at the corner 
of Osgood and ‘Prospect streets. 

Both the Eben Sutton and the Co- 
chichewick companies quickly re- 
sponded, making the run in fast time. 
The fire had made much headway be- 
fore being discovered and the flames 
had enveloped the structure and reach- 
ed another barn close by when the 
department arrived. 

Three streams were soon pouring in- 
to the mass of flames, the heat from 
which was intense. After many ener- 
getic efforts the fire fighters succeeded 
in confining the flames to the first 
named’ barn, which was totally . de- 
stroyed, together with its contents, 
which consisted*of three valuable car- 
riageg a emall quantity of furniture, 
and‘a large number of historic books. 

By the splendid service of the de- 
partment, which was directed by Chief 
Engineer William E. Towne, assisted 
by Engineer George H, Mizen, the pro. 
gress of the flames was arrested, thus 
saving the old historic house and the 
barn that adjoined the structure which 
was destroyed. 

The: building burned was 30x50 feet 
with 18 feet posts. The second barn 
which wag partially destroyed is 26x 
60 feet in dimensions, and contained 
about 20 tons of hay and several cords 
of prepared wood. 

The loss is estimated to reach about 
$1,700 on the structures and $800 on 
the contents, which are covered by iti- 
surance. 

The fire is very likely the ‘work of 
an incendiary and following so closely 
on the numerous burglaries in North 
Andover of_late, has added to the ap- 
yrehension.caused by these depreda- 
tions, among the citizens of that 
town. 

The Phillips Manee was built in 

1752 by Hon, Samuel Phillips, one of 
the founders of Phillips Andover acad- 
emy, and for many years tne tate Bi- 
shop Phillips Brooks resided on ine 
beautiful estate. 
’ For some years paSt it has been own- 
ed by his brother, William G. Brooks, 
who with his family occupied it as a 
summer home. : 

At the present time the 
family are residing at their 
home in Boston. 


SECOND ALARM,

Prompt work of the fire department 
quickly extinguished the blaze before 
serious damage resulted.

King Leopola. after its annexa- 
tion. This meats that Belgium will 
proceed to annex the Kongo after a 
full accounting of its obligations and 
concessions. és 
Austrian Universal Suffrage. 

On Dec, 21 the upper house of the 
Austrian, or Cisleithan, reichsrath ac- 
cepted without amendment the bill es- 
tablishing universal suffrage, which 
previously had been passed by the 
house of representatives. For a time 
the members of the upper chamber 
had shown themselves disposed. to 
make a stand in favor of plural vot- 
ing, but ultimately they succumbed to 
the fear of being swamped by a whole- 
sale creation of new peers. By this 
measure, which will be signed by Em- 
peror Francis Joseph after the holi- 
days, the parliamentary franchise is 
conferred on every male Austrian 
twenty-four years old who has been 
domiciled in a constituency for at least 
a year, and every one who has been 
possessed of Austrian citizenship for 
at least three years will be eligible to 
the lower house. The adoption of uni- 
versal suffrage in Austria puts an end 
to one of the most complex electoral 
systems that have ever existed. 

On the same day the passive resist- 
ance strike of the 25,000 employees of 
the postoffice began throughout the 
country, with the exception of Bohe- 
mia. The employees, in addition to ob- 
serving minutely the red tape regula- 
tions, many of which are half a cen- 
tury old, do everything with the ut- 
most slowness. There was a delay of 
two hours in the morning's first mail 
delivery, and this increased through- 
out the day. The chief pecuniary losers 
are the banks and commercial houses. 
Trade was generally crippled. 

French Worship Bill Passed. 

While the evacuation of church prop- 
erties by the Catholic clergy of France 
continueds the chamber of deputies 


passed, 377 to 118, the new laws reg-- 


ulating the exercise of public worship. 

Minister of Public Worship Briand 
said that the government's viewpoint 
had not changed. The project was not 
the result of the pope’s attitude, but 
had been well considered. The gov- 
ernment had long known all the stages 
through which the papacy would cause 
It to pass. Continuing, he said: 

“We have made to the Catholics, to 
the clergy, all possible concessions. I 
know no servitude comparable to that 
they have shown in making submis- 
sion to Rome. One declaration annual- 
ly is not a vexatious hardship. We 
have not lost our sang froid, having on 
our side right and power.” 

Here M. de Ramel, Conservative, in- 
terrupted the speaker, saying, ““When 
you took the inventories you had re- 
course to force.” 

M: Briand retorted, “We have not 
needed force and will not need it.” 
{Applause from the Left.] 

Continuing, the minister said: “In 
bringing out the project I profess to 
be in logical accord with myself. The 
situation is not disturbing. As M. RI- 
bot declared, it is excellent that sep- 
wration is aecomplished absolutely. 
The churches are open. There is no 
religious budget. The priests are not 
functionaries of the state. The coun- 
try is calm. It is a startling justifica- 
tion of our pacific policy. We have the 
consciousness of having with us the 
entire country.” : . —

Uprisings In Cuba. 

Unsettled conditions exist in certain 
parts of Cuba, and in Santa Clara prov- 
ince some lawless bands are operating 
At the governor's in- 
Rance General Bell has ordered a con- 
siderable re-enforcement of the garri- 
son of American troops in’ that prov- 
ince. Governor Magoon, at Havana, 
has reported these facts to, Secretary 
Yaft. : 

For the first time since the second 
pccupation of the island by the Amer- 
cans it has become necessary for the 
weeps to unlertake themselves the 


suppression of these disorders, instead 
of leaving the task to the native Cuban 
rurales. In some quarters this is re- 
garded as an indication of the inabil- 
Ity of the Cuban civil authorities per- 
manently to maintain peace in the 
island. 


Bryce Refuses a Peerage. 

The London Telegraph reported that 
James Bryce«had declined a peerage 
and would go to the United States as 
British ambassador without changing 
his name and thus be the first plain 
citizen to represent his country at 
Washington. And, says the Chronicle, 
“Americans who know and honor him 
as James Bryce will esteem him all the 
more because he declined a title.”

armament by the powers and the mat- 
ter of the Drago doctrine. It was ex- 
pected that this country would take 
the initiative with regard to the Drago 
doctrine, which involves the right to 
collect debts by force, but it has not 
been known that the American gov- 
ernment intended to bring up the mat- 
ter of disarmament.. On the contrary, 
it was believed that this momentous 
question would be left to some of the 
European powers, which are more vi- 
tally interested than the United States. 
Cruiser South Dakota O. K. 

In a straightaway run of four hours 
in an endurance test the new armored 
cruiser South Dakota averaged 22.24 
knots an hour. 

Postal Reform Plans. 

Some of the postal improvements ad- 
vocated in Cortelyou’s annual report 
are the parcels post, postal savings 
bank, postal telegraph and _ telephone, 
abolition of railway speed subsidies, 
additional subsidies to South Ameri- 
can and Australian steamers, low rate 
postal notes and the creation of a new 
office, that of deputy postmaster gen- 
eral, with permanent tenure, who 
would act as a sort of business man- 
ager for the entire service, besides cer- 
tain reforms in salaries and acéounts. 

The postmaster general takes the 
high ground that postmasters should 
not be appointed as rewards for polit- 


ical activity. As to the deficit he says” 


hes less coneerned about that than 
about efficiency of administration and 
thinks it unreasonable to charge any 
one branch of the service with respon- 
sibility for the deficit.

New Banking Bill Ready. 
The house committee on banking and 


currency finally agreed upon the form |}. 


of a bill which is expected to provide 
a satisfactory currency system... It is 
based largely upon the recommenda- 
tions of the Bankers’ association, the 
elasticity being provided by the issue 
of credit notes made under certain re- 
strictions, including a tax of 3 per 
cent. 

The bill provides that any national 
banking association which has been in 
business one year and has a surplus 
fund equal to 20 per cent of its capital 
may take out for issue and circulation 
without deposit of government bonds 
notes to be known as “national bank 
guaranteed credit notes.” The amount 
may be equal to 40 per cent of the 
amount of its national bank notes at 
any time outstanding, but shall not 
exceed 25 per cent of the bank’s cap- 
Ital. 

Under the terms of the bill national 
banks may take out a further amount 
of credit notes equal to 12% per cent 
of their capital, but shall pay an an- 
nual tax of 5 per cent upon the aver- 
age amount of such notes in circula- 
tion. The tax imposed is to be used 
as a guarantee fund to redeem the 
notes of failed banks. 


POLITICAL 


San Francisco’s Hostility. 

At a great labor union mass meeting 
in San Francisco resolutions were 
adopted denouncing President Roose- 
velt for his attitude toward the Japa- 
nese school question and declaring 
that Metcalf had betrayed them. 
Mayor Schmitz was acclaimed. He 
said the Japanese had all the vices 
and none of the virtues of the Chinese 
and asserted that It was the capital- 
ists who wanted to wreck the labor 
unions that were at the back of the 
present attacks on the Californians. 

It was when the mayor, after apolo- 
gizing for doing so, referred to the 
prosecution of himself that the meet- 
Ing reached its greatest height of en- 
thusiasm. Here, indeed, his speech 
did approach eloquence. He declared 
that It was not possible to get an hon- 


est expression from the daily papers 
of San Francisco, adding: 

“I am willing to have them prove it 
at any time if I am dishonest. Day. 
after day 1 will keep knocking at the 
door of justice, but I know that I am 
up against a bottled up judge.” 
President Defies Congress. 

Washington reports w to the ef- 
fect that President Roosevelt had an- 
nounced his decision to maintain the 
attitude he had taken with regard to 
the discharge of the negro soldiers of 
the Twenty-fifth infantry. The most. 
amazing feature of these reports is 
that in which he is represented as de- 
claring that in case congress passed a 
law over. his veto restoring the dis- 
charged men to their places in the 
army he would seek by other adminis- 
trative means to defeat the law and, 
failing in that, would endeavor to get 
the supreme court to sustain his order 
of dismissal. 

New York’s Official Vote. 

The completed canvass of the vote in 
New York state at the recent election 
gives Hughes a plurality of 57,973 and 
Chanler a plurality of 5,442. Hearst 
ran 29,360 beyond his ticket in New 
York state and. 31,824 behind in New 
York city, but carried the metropolis 
by 77,067.

Sins of Church Against Labor. 

Professor Charles P. Fagnani of the 
Union Theological seminary, address- 
ing a Brooklyn audience under the aus- 
pices of the Hpiscopal social service 
committee and the Centrhl Labor un- 
fon, said that as confession was one 
of the doctrines.of the church the 
church should go to confession. itself 
and confess its sin against the laboring 
man. He asserted that the church had 
been too prone to put emphasis on the 
affairs of the other world and had not 
taken time to investigate the conditions 
on this planet. He said that the church 
confessed that it had been wrong in de- 
spising and ignoring science and in not 
considering the body as well as the 
soul. The church confessed her error 
in having preached resignation and 
submission under conditions which 
have made-it impossible for man to be 
eontent. Instead the church should 
have said, “Insist on higher wages and 
better conditions.” He admitted that 
the church had not cultivated true 
brotherliness, and then he asked if la- 
bor in the face of such a confession 
would meet the church halfway, re- 
membering that the beginning of the 
church was a successful labor_ strike. 
It was the laboring man who rushed 
to embrace the doctrine of Christ, not 
the wise, the rich or the powerful. 
Coming of a Mahatma. 

Sri Agamya, a man who Is said to be 
the first genuine mahatma that ever 
left India to visit the western world, 
is now attracting much attention in 
London and a little later expects to 
visit this country for the purpose of 
organizing what he calls a “parliament 
of truth.” He has offered to answer 
any inquiry which a.seeker for truth 
might make and in response to this in- 
vitation throngs of people have attend- 
ed his meetings. He is a man of intel- 
ligence and fine 
presence and was 
formerly judge 
in the high court 
of India. Among 
the supernatural 
powers which .he 
is supposed to 
have acquired is 
that of voluntary 
suspension of the 
body's life and 
its deliberate re- 
sumption after 
any  predecided 
period. Speaking 
of this, he says 
that. .the 


a | 

Sri Agamya. 
and creates all things and that the con- 
trol which he exercises over his body 
is in no way miraculous, for any one 
could learn to do it if he would take 
the time and trouble required. 

When he consented to show this pow- 
er his body was to all appearances life- 
less, though submitted to every known 
medical test by the physicians present. 
He declares that there is po danger 
connected with the experiment, which 
is merely the exercising of the power 
resident in every person. He explained 
that during the lifeless period the soul 
was confined within a single atom of 
the body and constituted the vital 
spark which expanded to full life flame 
at the appointed time. His personality 
is natural, simple, hearty and essen- 
tially modern, and he is full of physic- 
al vigor, although sixty years of age. 
He declares that after this life he will 
no longer be reincarnated. He accepts 
no money, leads a simple life, rises 
early and takes food but once a day, 
at midnight. It consists of bread and a 
dish of vegetables seasoned with pep- 
pers, prepared by his secretary. He 
recognizes the great material achieve- 
ment of western civilization, but says 
we are all mad in our rush for money 
and that this imprisons us from our 
true selves and gives us no real satis- 
faction. 

Visit of a Gypsy Evangelist. 

The man who is regarded in England 
as the foremost evangelist of the fed- 
erated free churches and who is known 
as Gypsy Smith because he is the child 
of gypsy parents and born in a tent, 
has recently begun a five months’ re- 
vival tour in the United States under 
the auspices of the Congregationalists. 


The meetings are also participated in | 


by Baptists, Methodists and Presbyte- 


rians. Smith was formerly a follower | 
of the Salvation Army in the London 


slums. The secret of his power, says 
the Outlook, is not a theology or a 


doctrinal formula, but a genuine sense |

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The Water Question. 


Not since the last call for help from 
Lawrence has Andover been so thor- 
oughly aroused over anything as she is 
now over the renewed request of that 
city for aid. It is almost the sole topic 
for discussion, and just what is involved 
is the disturbing factor in the consider. 
ation. The following motion that is to 
be submitted by the Board of Public 
Works at the meeting next Monday 
may help to clear this point: — 


“That the town of Andover allow a 
temporary connection to be made by the 
City of Lawrence, between the water 
systems of the Town of Andover and 
said City of Lawrence and furnish. such 
an amount of water to said City of Law- 
rence as they shall desire aud the And- 
over system be capable of furnishing 
without injuring the efficiency of the 
service in Andover, such supply to be 
discontinued not later than May Ist, 
1907, 

Said Cityof Lawrence to lay all pipes, 
set meter, check valve, stop valve and 
make connections without expense to 
the Town of Andover. The meter, 
check valve; and stop valve to be placed 
in Andover and be absolutely controlled 
by the agents of that.town. ‘This con- 
nection shall be broken and discon- 
tinued at the expense of the City of 
Lawrence not later than May Ist, 1907. 
The Town of Andover reserves the right 
to at any time discontinue the service or 
any portion of it when they deem it es- 
sential to the welfare of Andover. 

The City of Lawrence to pay to the 
town of Andover for the amount’ of 
water furnished as ascertained by. meter 
measurement according to the schedulé 
of rates adopted by the Board of Public 
Works, Jan. Ist, 1902. The Board of 
Public works, are hereby instructed to 
carry out the provisions of this vote.” 


There is no use in misleading the 
people of Lawrence into the belief 


that they are to be granted relief from. 


Andover without very serious oppo- 
sition. The sentiment today ap- 
pears to be very strongly against any 
such action, and only a thorough un- 
derstanding of every detail involved 
will bring about a change in sentiment. 

Whatever may have been the reason 
for the long delayed relief measures, 
that the city itself should take, the 
questions now are associated with the 
present need and means of meeting it. 
Does Lawrence actually need -outside 
aid? Can Andover supply that need ? 
In. supplying the néed can the water 
takers of our own town be protected in 
their own supply? Is the pumping 
machinery  suflicient to provide for 
more than a double demand upon what 
it was constructed to care for? ‘Can 
the unstable and ever changing. city 
government of Lawrence be relied upon 
in this case to do as it agrees? Is there 
any way in which the State board of 
health can further extend its powers 
and guarantee conditions that Andover 
should insist upon, in the same way it 
so freely gives advice ? 

These and many other questions 
must be answered satisfacturily before 
the town says “ yes” to our neighbor’s 
request. Let us be neighborly, let us 
be just ; but let us feed our own before 
we spread a feast for any one else. It 
might be very nice to play the © lady 
bountiful” and yield to the sentimental 
side, but there are many hard headed 
propositions that wise individuals would 
not, and the wise town should not, 
overlook.

As ‘to the unsigned letter, like all of 
its kind, the waste basket is the place 
for it. 

I may be allowed to say that I have 
been at Haggetts pond ten times yearly 
for twenty years, so that is two hundred 
times that’ I have seen it, and my opinion 
is, if we deliver half a million gallons to 
Lawrence we will dry the outlet before 
the first of August. 

The bargain we make with Lawrence 
must bind her to any damages Andover 
may be called upon to pay by parties in- 
terested in water from that outlet. 

In my opinion eight dollars for pump- 
ing 2000 tons of water is too small a 
sum, and thirty dollars is not too much 
for 500,000 gallons. 

The cant and maudlin sentiment about 
charity, generosity, giving a cup of cold 
water and being rewarded for it, is all 
bosh. ‘This is a business proposition, 
and if in their wisdom the voters of An- 
dover make a bargain to give Lawrence 
2000 tons of water daily, they can do 80, 
throwing on Lawrence all the risks 
thereof. ; ; 

Half a million gallons of water seems 
a small affair to many, as the words are 
easily said, but when one considers that 
this quantity of water weighs 2000 tons 
it appeals more to our sense of propor- 
tion. This means five freight trains of 
400 tons each. It means one thousand 
water wagons of two tons each. 

I have seen many queer/things about 
the value of water. For instance, I 
knew a man who thought he had found 
out a grand invention. He proposed 
putting down a steam plant and pump 
to pump the water into his dam again 
after it had passed through the water 
wheel and thus get double power from 
the water. I knew another man who

Car Shortage Explained. 
Franklin K. Lane of the iuterstate 
commerce commission, who has been 
investigating the car shortage situa- 
tion, in an interview said the coal situ- 
ation, one of the most knotty problems 
resulting from car shortage, had been 
relieved greatly. 
“Both in Chicago and Minneapolis,” 
said Mr. Lane, “positive proof was 
given us that the tense situation in 
traffic affairs was due to faulty meth- 
.. ods of manage- 
ment, as well 
as inadequate, 
equipment, 

“There is a 
very serious 
grain conges- 
tion. The ship- 
pers are bitter- 
ly complaining 
that the rail- 
roads should 
have foreseen 
the ‘car short-: 
age and met the 
emergency. 

“The sugges- 
tion was made 
to us by James J. Hill that the rail- 
roads of the United States spend $5,- 
000,000,000, at the rate of $1,000,000,- 
000 a year, in buying equipment, put- 
ting double track in the place of single 
track, four tracks where now are two, 
putting in new switches and enlarging 
their terminal facilities. 

“A car clearing house, by which the 
roads will receive credit weekly for 
their cars.and under which cars might 
be used ‘to best advantage, is a good 
suggestion offered by Midgley of Chi- 
cago, an authority on railroad matters. 
He cites the system now followed by 
the Southern Pacific, one of the roads 
he represented before the commission.” 


Steel Work For Japan. 


Large contracts are being placed in 
the United States for the equipment of 
huge steel works which the. Japanese 
government is to operate under the 
name of the Imperial Steel. works on 
the island of Moji. The contracts are 
being handled through the New York 
offices of three Japanese contracting 
firms. The Japanese plant will entail 
a gost of fully $10,000,000. The orders 
for equipment so far call for two bar 
mills, tube mill, blooming mill, rolling 
tables, furnaces, cranes and a. general 
line of steelmaking equipment,

S. P. Firemen Go Out. 

Pursuant to an ultimatum issued by 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Fire- 
men, following a referendum vote by 
members of the brotherhood affected, a 
strike of locomotive firemen went into 
effect on the lines of the Southern Pa- 
cific company in Texas and Louisiana 
last week. 


Yardmen’s Strike Arbitrated. 

There will be no strike of the 3,500 | 
yard conductors and brakemen at the 
New York terminals of the eight rail- 
roads which were served with an ulti- 
matum. <A four cent increase was 
granted the yardmen, taking effect Dec. 
15. The granting of the additional 
cent will be decided by a board of ar- 
bitration. If the yardmen are victori- 
ous, payment of the additional cent in- 
crease will also date back to Dee, 15.

Meeting of Life Insurance Officials. 

At New York during the holidays a 
meeting of presidents and officials of 
life insurance companjes from all parts 
of the United States was held in re- 
sponse to a call sent out by Paul Mor- 
ton, president of the Equitable Life 
Assurance society. President Morton 
had announced that the object of the 
meeting was to form “an association 
of life insurance presidents,” though 
vice presidents will be admitted to 
membership as representatives of their 
companies. Thirty companies were 
represented, and a committee of seven 
was authorized to draft a plan of or- 
ganization. 


A Record Christmas Mail. 


Reports from all the big city post- 
offices showed a greater volume of 
Christmas mail than ever before. 
Rothschilds to Rival Standard. 

A gigantic oil trust has been organ- 
ized in Europe, backed by the Roth- 
schild family, which will control fields 
in Russia, Austria and Roumania, pro- 
ducing more crude petroleum than the 
United States...

Race Riots In Mississippi. 

In Kemper county, Miss., last week 
a series of race riots resulted in the 
murder of not less than fifteen persons, 
six of whom were negroes lynched by 
mobs of whites within forty-eight 
hours, Governor Vardaman went to 
Scooba and Wahalak, the center of the 
trouble, to command troops sent to re- 
store order. District Attorney Currie 


said: “The trouble was started by a 
lot of hoodlums and outlaws, who 
openly violated all laws of God, man 
and decency. The four men killed 
yesterday were not connected with the 
affair in any manner, and I am inform- 
ed that the houses burned were occu- 
pied by negroes who were not even in 
sympathy with any of those who were 
connected with the outrages. These 
men will be captured if it is in the 
power of the state of Mississippi to do 
so, and they will be made to answer 
for their violation of the law of the 
land.” 

A posse was looking for an accused 
negro named Simpson and merely in- 
quired at the house of a reputable ne- 
gro farmer named Nicholson, with a 
wife and ten children. The mob joined 
in and shot Nicholson and burned the 
house over his head. 

Innocent Man Hanged. 

The charge that the state of Illinois 
has hanged an innocent man for mur- 
der is-made by Professor Hugo Mun- 
sterberg of Harvard university, the 
famous psychologist. He declares that 
Richard Ivins, who was executed at 
Chicago as the slayer of Mrs. Frank C. 
Hollister, was led to confess through 
hypnotic suggestion when a police in- 
spector, suddenly flashing a pistol be- 
fore the eyes of Ivins in putting him 
through the third degree and pointing 
it at him, said, “You did this.” This 
amazing charge is made in an article 
in the Times Magazine. 


EDUCATIONAL 


Sizing. Sex In Brain Power. 

The Columbia university department 
of psychology in a series of. tests on 
the male and female students hag 
found that the women surpass the 
men in visual memory, rate of percep- 
tion and sensitiveness to pain, while in 
auditory memory and speed of move- 
ment the men were superior. As to 
fatigue, perception of weight and log- 
ical memory the men and women were 
found to be about equal. 

Courts to Name School Men. 

President Gillespie of- the- Pittsburg 
central board of education has recently 
started a movement to have the schools 
of his city placed under the manage- 
ment of a few men appointed by the 
courts, so that the entire school prob- 
lem might be taken out of politics. He 
would have these men paid salaries of 
at least $5,000, so that competent men 
could afford to take up this important 
civic responsibility. He would have a 
board of seven, nine or eleven, in which 
three should be educators, three busi- 
ness men, one an engineer and the rest 
men of good character without any 
special training. 


SOCIOLOGICAL 


Woman's Colony For Texas. 

Mary F. Haydon, the Chicago novel- 
ist, has purchased a tract of 5,000 acres 
in Refugie county, Tex., which she is 
preparing to colonize with women. 
There will be husbands if this is found 
to be necessary, but all property will 
be in the woman’s name. ©The legisla- 
ture will be asked to grant suffrage to 
the women In their colony affairs. The 
women will engage in every kind of 
industry that %s usually undertaken in 
Texas—truck gardening, bee keeping, 
poultry and fruit raising, ete. 
American Standards Analyzed. 

Justice Brewer of the United States 
supreme court in an address on the 
larger and higher life of the nation at 
New Rochelle, N, Y., paid’us the usual 
comffimerit of being a Hercules among 
nations, saying facetiously that if we 
didn’t have a Hercules club we at least 
possessed a big stick at Washington, 
but this was not enough. Those re- 
sponsible for the’ country’s future must 
ask, ‘What are the ideals of the na- 
tion?” “Are we seeking only mate- 
rial development, or are we striving for 
the higher life?’ He referred to our 
pride in a big navy and the ostenta- 
tion of our cities over their buildings, 
houses, art galleries and_ libraries, 
bought by the cubic yard. He believed 
the nation was running deeper into 
debt each year. 


Age of Good Corporations. 

The Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, ad- 
dressing the People’s institute in Coop- 
er Union at New York on “The Coming 
Age,” electrified the audience by de- 
claring that he belleved corporations 
-were tending to fraternalism in indus- 
try. 
“Some will hardly ‘credit this,” he 
said, “but it is not good in studying a 
question of this sort to look only at the 

: whirlpools of inci- 
dent that attract 
first attention. The 
mind’s eye should 
regard the cataract 
to gain an idea of 
the trend and force 
of the stream, 

“God placed un- 
limited wealth in 
this country. Men 

Lyman Abbott. entered, and there 
was a scramble for the possession of it. 
The result was a survival of the fittest. 
But we are coming out of this individ- 
uality. Even in the matter of corpora- 
tions I might point out to you that the 
stockholders of the Standard Oj1 com- 
pany and the stockholders of the sugar 
trust have increased from hundreds to 
thousands. 

“If the. number of stockholders con- 


| tinues to increase it will mean that the 


money controlled by these gigantic cor- 
porations will be distributed more and 
more. 

“What is wanted is a greater dis- 
tribution of the corporations’ money 
and a greater concentration of the cor- 
porations’ use. We are coming to that 
fraternalism. Do not destroy corpora- 
tions if they will manage things for 


ee 


the good of the whole, but the peoph 
ean make men to manage these grea 
interests properly and do away witl 
such evils as-exist in them today. 

“As examples of the fraternalisn 
which I say is coming I might point t 
President Roosevelt's proposed tax o1 
inheritances, Mr. Bryan's proposed ta) 
on incomes, Henry George's propose 
tax on the value of all natural oppor 
tunities and the whole country’s prop 
osition that the people shall operate 
the great high roads of the Unitec 
States.” 

Assailing Women’s Finery. 

Taking his cue from Cleveland Mof:- 
fett’s campaign” against women’s fia- 
ery, Felix Heinemann, a Berlin pub- 
lisher, has proposed an international 
crusade by literature through the or- 
ganization of a league. The league 
would circulate pamphlets containing 
photographs of women in various coun- 
tries wearing priceless gowns and ar- 
ticles telling of their careers and 
habits. Moffett’s suggestion is to im- 
pose a tax on finery. 


SCIENTIFIC 


Wireless Telephone Test. 

The German Society, of Wireless 
Telegraphy announces that it has re- 
cently succeeded in holding telephonic 
communication without wires between 
Berlin and Nauen, a distance of twen- 
ty-four miles. Professor Slaby says 
that the problem of wireless telephony 
is now solved and that the time is 
coming when a man will be able to 
speak wirelessly with a friend in any 
part of the world. 

Skim Milk Better Than Cream. 

Dr. J. A. Gilbert in the Medical Rec- 
ord emphasizes the conclusion that the 
milk which is richest in cream is not 
the most nutritious for the simple rea- 
son that the rich milk is less easily 
digested and absorbed than the milk 
in which the fat percentage is low. 
The valuable proteid ingredients which 
go to the building up of the tissues, he 
says, remain very much the same in 
all varieties of cow’s milk, and fre 
quently skim milk is more flesh form- 
ing than rich milk. In the light of 
this conclusion Dr. Gilbert questions 
the value of the Jersey cow, which 
sometimes gives milk so rich that it 
cannot suckle its own calf. 
Cathechism of a Scientist. 

Sir Oliver Lodge, the famous English 
scientist and head of the University of 
Birmingham, has read to a gathering 
of nonconformist ministers the text of 
a catechism designed for the use of 
teachers. The answer to the question, 
“What are you?” is, “A being alive, 
conscious upon this earth, my ancestors 
having ascended by gradual processes 
from the lower forms of animal life 
and with struggle and suffering be- 
come man,” The fall of man he de- 
fines as a stage of development when 
man became conscious of the difference 
between right and «wrong. Good is that 
which promotes development and is in 
harmony with the law of God. It is 
health, beauty and happiness. Evil is 
that which retards and frustrates de- 
velopment and is akin to disease, ugli- 
ness and misery. Sin is the deliberate, 
willful act of a free agent who sees bet- 
ter, but chooses worse and thereby acts 
injuriously to himself and others. It is 
asserted that there are multitudes of 
lower beings than man, but none high- 
er on this planet, and it is deemed 
probable that on some other worlds 
there are beings far higher in the scale 
of existence than ours; that man didn’t 
bring himself into existence nor can 
he unaided maintain his existence o1 
achieve anything whatever, for there 
is_a power in the universe absolutely 
beyond our’ comprehension. This pow:

. Brown Tail Moth Notice 


The selectmen have been notified by 
O. H. Kirkland, Supt, of the State 
bureau, that the town must appropri- 
ate $1030.08, for the extermination of 
the brown tail and gypsy moth with- 
in the town. The town may expend 
as high as $1280.08 for this work and 
all above the required amount of 
$1030.08. to this maximum, will be re- 
imbursed 100 per cent by the state, All 
above this maximum, however, must be 
paid by the town. Mr. Kirkland points 
out in his letter that by the provisions 
of Chap, 381, Acts of 1905, it is required 
to consider the period between Janu- 
ary first and May first, 1907, as one- 
half year, so far as work against the 
gypsy and brown-tail moth js con- 
cerned. On this basis this town will 
be required to expend during this pe- 
riod the sum mentioned above. He 
states that he hopes that the legisla- 
ture of 1907 will make a suitable ap- 
propriation to enable work to be done 
through the full calendar year, in 
which case the above estimate may 
be materially altered. From this date 
on, according to the law the workmen 
under the direction of the town may 
enter private lands and destroy the 
moth nests, the most of such work to 
be borne by the owner of the land.

a remarkable history. 

In the year 1621 a child was born of 
poor Swiss parents in Absom, Tyrol, 
Switzerland, who was to do for Ger- 
many what the Amatis and Stradiva- 
rius have done for Italy. 
| This was Jacobus Stainer, who, one 
| of the earliest violin makers of  Ger- 
| many is also its greatesy. The Jacobus 
| Stainer violins are of higher models 
| and the one Miss. Peterson possesses 
| has been proclaimed by experts to be 

nm more beautiful instrument and pos- 

sesses a finer tone than the Strudiva- 
| 1ius. Many years later the violin came 
| into the possession of King Frederick 
| VII of Denmark, who presented it to 
a. musician in the Royal Danish band. 
This man. was also a flute maker and 
in return for the violin made the king 
a flute which at that time was the 
talk of Europe. A number of years 
leter the flute maker gave the violin 
| to his brother Nicolaus who was_ re- 

‘ated to the great Gerllck and Bower 
| families, who are krdwn to all Ger- 
| many and who many times tried to 
| get possession of the old. violin, bit 


were steadily refused by the old man, 
who played on it for many years. 
Professor Peterson played on this vi- |

Gibbs, D. D., of the Universalist 
church, Rev. E. A Whittier, evangel- 
ist, Rev. William Warren, of the First 
M. E. cliurch; Rev. J. N. Bradford 2t 
the St. Mark’s M. E. church, Rev. W. 
J. Twort of the Free Baptist, Rev. 
Harry Safford, unassigned, Rey, Wil- 
liam H.-Marble, formerly pastor of 
the Parker street M. E. church, Rev. 
Arthur Barber, the new pastor at 
Trinity, Rev. Francis H. Davis, unas- 
cigned, Rev. J. P. West of the Parker 
Street M. E. church, and the Rev. Geo. 
E, Lovejoy of the South Congregation- 
al church, 

The full chorus choir, Albert D, Wil- 
hinson, leader, took part in the service 
singing an anthem and leading in the 
hymn singing. Alfred E. Bowden ren- 
dered a very beautiful, tenor solo, 

George E. Murray, chairman of the 
church finance committee presided at 
the exercises. Seated on the platform 
were those taking part namely the 
Rev. W. E. Wolcott, pastor of the 
Lawrence Street Congregational 
church, Rev. Charles C. Earle, pastor 
ef the Second Baptist church, Rev. 
0. C. S. Wallace, a former pastor of 
ihe First Baptist church, now pastor 
of the First church, Lowell, the Rev. 
Mr. Fisher, pastor of the Methuen 
Baptist church and Associate Justice 
Wilbur E. Rowell Mu 


His Honor Mayor John P. Kane was 
unable to be present as was expected, 


‘it being very necessary that he should 


attend a meeting of the committee on 
waterworks. Attorney Rowell took his 
place. : 

In opening the exercises Mr, Murray 
recalled the falling of the auditorium 
ceiling and took opportunity to thark 
ihe members of the congregation and 
ajl others who: had centributed so lib- 
erally, making it possible to put | the 
rcom back into such excellent shape. 

Prayer was offered by the Rev. Mr. 
Fisher of Methuen, An anthem entitled 
“I Will Always Give Thanks Unto the 
Lord,” followed. 

Mr. Murray then introduced Asso- 
ciate Justice Rowell who welcomed Dr. 
Swaffield to the civic’ life of the city. 
Briefly Mr. Rowell said: 

“My dear Mr. Swaffield I am to ex- 
tend to you. a welcome to the city. 
Lawrence means to me and I think it 
will mean the same to you, work and 
opportunity. We do not study how to 
Go things here. Lawrence is a place 
where we take Lold and do with our 
own hands, This is a city without aris- 
tocracy. We have no lelsure clas. 
1 awrence stands for opportunity, it 
seems to me to typify the problem be- 
fore the state and nation today. It 
Lawrence can’t. solve it what city 
can? You come here to take charge 
of one of the largest institutions in the 
city and I hope you will learn to love 
the city and feel the incentive to work 
in this the middle period of your 
life.’”’ 

The Rev. Charles C Earle, pastor of 
ihe Second Baptist church was the 
next to be called upon. He extended 
Dr. Swaffield a welcome to the denom- 
national life of the city speaking as 
fcllows: 

“Dr. Swaffield, I am glad to renew 
relations with you here in Lawrence 
after a lapse of years. In Boston we 
co-operated for a decade and left it in 
zood condition: But since our depart- 
ure: the New England metropolis has 
gone backward and the Democrats are 
running everything. 

“The Baptist denomination in Law- 
rence consists now of your church and 
mine and the Free church. So it will 
be easy for us to effect a combination 
and secure a monopoly of the water 
business. It will be ‘nip and tuck’ be- 
tween you and me to see who does the 
more to help the other along. 

“Two candidates by the names of 
Adam and Low preached probation 
sermons for a lectureship, which was 
in the gift of the congregation. Mr. 
Low preached in the’ morning from the 
text. ‘Adam where are thou ” and 
made an-excellent impression. Mr. 
Adam was present. In the evening he 
preached: and Mr. Low was:in the au- 
dience. Dr. Adam ascended to the 
pulpit and took for his .text, ‘Lo; here 
am I” and won the lectureship. When 
the denomination asks, ‘Dr. Swaffield, 
where art thou?’ we shall expect to 
hear from you. 

“Our denomination is ore, although 
the churches we represent are two. It 
shall not be a question ‘which * one. 
When the colored minister married two 
of his members he pronounced them 
one, and the anxious husband inquired 
‘Which one?’ then the complacent wife 
answered ‘I’ll settle that.’ If anybody 
in this community wants to know 
which church in this city is the Bap- 
tist church. you refer him to Swaffield 
& Earle, for we-have already entered 
into partnership under this firm name: 

“In welcoming you to the denomina- 
tional life of our city. I urge you to 
éatholicity of temper. We are not here 
to attack other denominations. Not 
that they have no defects, and have 
reached perfection. But we haven’t the 
time. When we have attended to all 
the faults which need attention in our 
own denomination, it will be bedtime. 
Furthermore. it is well nigh impos- 
sible for a man in one denomination to 
speak justly of another denomination, 
To secure adequate qualification re- 
quires vears of identification and 
study. 

“There is tremendous need of wak- 
ening up our d-nomination. Coming 
as you do from New York city you will 
realize this. Business and pleasure 
are going at the express rate of 60 or 
70 miles an hour. while our religion is 
a freight train going 20 miles an hour 
and side-tracked six days in the week. 
Difficult to get people in Lawrence to 
go to heaven, the sidewalks are so full 
of people going the other way. 

“Need of an aroused church. Off the 
South Carolina coast two or three 
months ago was a foundering schooner 
‘The Floyd,’ caught in that hurricane 
that wrecked so many ships, When 4ll 
hope was abondoned, Capt. Matherson 
and the crew made a raft of the hatch- 
es and prepared to abandon the ves- 
sel. When all was ready to push off, 
Capt. Matherson heaved a sizh and 
said, ‘Bovs. I can’t leave the old ship. 
You may go and save your lives. but 
T'll stand by.the boat.’ And on the 
deck of his, ship he went down, Oh, 
what loyalty to a foundering barque. 
What shall be the measure of our 
loyalty. earnestness and service for the 
good ship Zion, heaven’s lifeboat sent 
forth to rescue humanity, which shall 
sail at last into the harbor of heaven 
filled with the redeemed rescued from 
the turbulént sea of life.”z 

In welcoming the Rev. Mr. Swaffleld

to the interdenominational life of the 
city, the Rev. W. EB. Wolcott said in 
part: “Judge Rowell has said we are 
a working: community. We generally 
refer to it as a manufacturing city. 
The great collection of mills is that 
which has brought the city into exis- 
tence. We . accustomed to the 
spectacle of this crowd. of workers 
coming at night across the common 
and it is a study of never failing in- 
terest to try and classify them as to 
race, intellect and physique. At one 
time when a South Carolina military 
company was visiting in this city the 
company was drawn up on Canal street 
% orter ie cca 
ble pouring off from the mill 
end of their day’s work. oe 

Our churches ought not to be like a 
crowd of people on the sidewalk, 
pushing and jostling one another to get 
to their own destination. Just as men 
can work together with different poli- 
tics and views so can we work to- 
rether with different denominational 
views. There was never a greater 
need of cooperation. We call our- 
selves a Christian community. it 
ought to mean a spirit of love which 
towers above all denominational fee!- 
ing. We hone in time to take up the 
no-license question and carry it on- the 
way it was carried on when Dr. Wal- 
jace-was here. I hope that we shail 
not fall apart. There is a kinship be- 
tween the churches and we are inter- 
ested in your prosperity. We are 
seeking to accomplish the same end. 
We extend to you the most cordial and 
hearty feeling of brotherhood.” 

Rev. Mr. Wolcott also extended a 
welcome on behalf of the Ministers’ 
boniger gr te spoke of the coopera- 

n o e churche; r 
oly ps Bi y 8 in conducting the 

he Rev. Dr. Wallace was recei 
with hearty applause it being his auay 
to welcome Dr. Swaffield on behalf of 
the Merrimac Valley Baptist Associa- 
tion, Dr. Wallace said: “Many 
thoughts have passed through my mind 
tonight and I think my thoughts have 
been as changeable as my emotions.” 

Dr. Wallace went on to speak of the 
kindness extended by the people and 
pastors of the other churches during 
the six years that he was pastor of the 
church and referred to his ordination 
to the Baptist ministry’ upon becoming 
Fastor of the church 22 years ago. He 
said. “I am here to welcome Dr. 
Swaffield: to the associational life of 
the Merrimack Valley Baptist Associa- 
tion. I welcome him to the larger 
outside life. Probably the care of the 
children. born out of wedlock and in 
wedlock, left to grow up on the street 
receiving their schooling from vicious 
and evil is one of the greatest prob- 
lems we have to solve. I hope Dr. 
Swaffield will solve this problem in 
Lawrence. I welcome Dr. Swaffield 
to the greater faith and greater ener- 
gy. I welcome him to the problem of 
foreign born. The foreign born go to 
make up 70 per cent of our population. 
This is a mighty problem and I think 
I see evidence of its solution right here 
in this church. The foreign born is 
to be cultivated. I think Dr. Swaffield 
will give you wonderful service and 
may God bless him and may he make 
you as happy as I was. I was only here 
six years. May God grant you much 
fruit - and more years, Dr. Swaffield.” 

At this point Mr. Murray welcomed 
Dr. Swaffield on behalf of the church. 
Dr. Swaffield was the last to speak. 
He opened his address by saying, ‘He 
would be less than human who would 
not feel the situation that I find myself 
in keenly.” He went on speaking of 
the manifold character of the work be- 
fore him thanking all for their most 
cordial welcome. He said, “I would 
not have come here had I not known 
there was great opportunity. I look 
upon the whole city as my parish. I 
spent the 10 vears that I was in Boston 
to the. child auestion and I understand 
tc what Dr. Wallace referred. I will 
unite with Brother Wolcott on the no- 
license issue.” 

The exercises closed with the singing 
cf the doxology and benediction by 
the pastor.
